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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention of a drive assembly for a tracked vehicle having a single 
track roller immediately adjacent the idler and the sprocket wheel, and double rollers 
interposed between the single rollers, with both the single rollers and the double rollers 
beings being mounted on arms for rocking movement, and the single rollers being 
elastically supported, is not found or fairly suggested, in the prior art. 

Jones and Japanese patent 2-102883 (cited herein) show single rollers at each 
end of the track assembly near the idler and the drive sprocket, but these rollers are not 
supported for rocking movement. Other references show only one single roller, and it is 
not felt that it would have been obvious to change the configurations of these track 
assemblies to add a second single roller.
